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WORKING ON TRAILS. | GUTZON BORGLUN’S WORK. 


Preparations About Completed for Sum¬ 
mer Rush to the Mountains. 

Heavy blasting that sounds like artil¬ 
lery fire has been heard in the moun¬ 
tains of late. But there is no reason 
for a war scare. It is only the repair 
gang at work ott the automobile trail 
to Mt. Wilson. rite \v:iy is being pre¬ 
pared for hauling the heavy c.astings 
of tile mountings for the big solar 
telesct'pe to the observatory. Some of 
them 'veigh five or six tons and rer]uir«wl 
that the trail be widened in places and 
some of the sharp turns made less dan¬ 
gerous. 

\^'hile the trail is undergoing repairs 
the iniblic will not be allowed to travel 
lb it way. The hea\y grades require 
that the roadway be kept in as good 
condition as possibb* for the big auto 
truck that is to haul the castings. 

June I marks the official opening of 
the mountain resorts and the harvest 
time for the resort owners. Camp Or¬ 
chard. the “half way house", promises 
to be as iiopular as ever. Mt. Wilson 
has been attracting hundreds already 
besides the fisher folk who have so- 
iourned there briefly on tbeir way to 
the West Fork. Manager Ross has also 
had a gang of men on the Sturtevant 
trail, preparing for the opening of 
Sowtevant’s camp for the season. 

Most of th*" pleasure seekers will not 
wait for June i to take to the tall 
timbers but will go tomorrow, for they 
get a holiday and a .Sunday together, 
which comes ton seldom to he missed.

’ Appreciation of Former Sierra Madre 
I Man in Magazine Article. 

"GiUzon Horglnm. Sculptor” is the 
title of an article in the Burr .MeIn- : 
tosh .Monthly for June that will be of ; 
nil re than ordinary interest to .Sierra j 
.Madre people. brief sketch of the 
career of this former resident of Sierra 
-Madre is followed by an examination 
of the factors that h:ive made for sue 
cess in his career. Charles M. Caffin, 
the noted art critic, has been secnreil 
l)y Piurr .McIntosh to contribute a se¬ 
ries of articles on current art topics am! 
this is the first. 

"10 have Norse blood in one's veins 
Mid to he retired on the western plains 
should stimulate an adventurous spir¬ 
it," says Mr. Caffin. "It has done so 
in the ca.se of Gutzon Borghmi. He is 
American born, hut of Danish parents, 
his father being a physician who settled 
in h'reniont, Nebraska, in the early six¬ 
ties. H is practice wafv a widely scat- 
tcred one, needing a string of horses, j 
and the hoy grew up to be a horseman 
and to share in the duties and freedom ; 
of ranch life. Independence of spirit, j 
.self reliance, and a clean sincerity of: 
purpose were some of the qualities he I 
derived from the training. 

“The adventurous spirit led him to i 
wander far afield, on to the California 
coast, to France, England and Spain, j 
in which countries he spent eleven j 
years of study and practice both in 
painting and sculpture. But it is not i 
so much of his rovings from place to | 
place that I am thinking as of his spirit i 
of adventure within the field of art, 
esjieciallv that of sculpture.” | 

Mr. Caffin then enters into a study 
of sfime of Mr. Borglnm's work, mak¬ 
ing it plain that his success has been 
fine to hard work along lines that he 
has thought out carefully for himself, 
and without depending upon adherence 
to foreign influences and standards for 
success. 

Illustrations of some of Mr Borg- 
liim's later works are given, the most 
notable being the colossal equestrian 
1 statue of Gen. Sheridan, upon which he 


is now working and which is to he erect- I 
ed in Washington. Mr. Borglnm's sit- | 
premacy as a sculptor of horses finds ' 
one of its best expressions here. His, 
aim is, as Mr. Caffin says, “to create 
not only a monumental composition, 
to satisfy every horse lover of the fine S 
qualities and action of this horse, and I 
to represent the visible appearance of 
the rider. His larger purpose is that 
when the statue stands in place in 
Washington, all these necessary but 
minor considerations shall he lost sight 
of in a suggestion of the tremendous 
personality of the short-statnred Sher¬ 
idan, who, after the dispersion of his 
troops at Cedar Creek, galloped over 
miles of country to round them np, and 
put heart into each and every one, and 
finally restored them to victory."

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SANDERS HEARING HELD 


Clever Swindler Prenent* Queer Prob¬ 
lem fur Courts to Decide. 

Oil Tuesday Messrs J. A. Osgood and 
H. G. Flint were hobnobbinj* with Mr. 
Rudolph Spreckels in Los Angeles. 
The occasion was the preliminary hear¬ 
ing of the case ot Dr. F. C. S. Sanders 
on the charge of uttering a forged instru¬ 
ment. This was a part of the swindle in 
connection with the supposed sale of the 
Blumer property. Sanders was bound 
over for final hearing July 11, the 
amount of his bonds being $3,(Mi0. 

The charges brought by Mr. Flint 
were not brought up Tuesday, to pre¬ 
vent Sanders' escape through a loophole 
of which he was apparently trying to 
take advantage. The charges of insanity 
which had been brought by the British 
vice consul were still pending. Under 
the laws of California no criminal 
charge can be prosecuted against a per¬ 
son who is facing a charge of insanity. 
Hence it was thought best to leave the 
other sharges until the hearing on the 
insanity charge had been disposed of. 
This hearing was set for today. 

Sanders presents a most peculiar 
personality. Apparently sane on other 
subjects, he seems to have a mania for 
s.vindling people. His wife says that 
if he were released he would begin the 
game again because he could not help 
himself. Insane or not, he is certainly 
a crook of tlie most dangerous class. 

Inspection of the check purporting to 
be signed by Rudolph Spreckels showed 
a plain case of forgery. The first name 
was spelled in full, whereas Mr. 
Spreckels always signs with his initials, 
and with a fine pen. Sanders' imitation 
was done with a stub pen. 

Another palpable forgery was shown 
in the letters from Sanders’ siepposed 
bankers in Calcutta, stating that he had 
on deposit with them about 800 pounds. 
Both Mr. Flint and the banker at Ocean 
Park refused to cash checks against this 
account but took them for collection. 
Their wisdom was proven by a letter re¬ 
ceived on the day of the hearing that 
Sanders had no funds on deposit there. 
Other deals which have come to ligiit 
indicate ^hat Sanders has had wide ex- 
perince, in the bunco game and that his 
operations have not been confined to this 
part of the country. But he is likely to 
ply his trade for some time come. 
Whether he is released on the insanity 
charge, or issent to the asvlurn to re¬ 
cover, he will be up against th.e remain¬ 
ing charges against him when he is free.
